Military, ONR Sign 
Land Management Plan 
To Help Rare Songbird 


The rare songbird, the Kirtland’s warbler, 
will benefit from a land management agree- 
ment signed last Thursday by the acting 
DNR director Gordon Guyer and Depart- 
ment of Military Affairs Director General 
Vernon Andrews at the Grayling Holiday 
Inn. 

“Basically, the agreement lets the DNR 
manage military land near Bald Hill Road 
for the birds while warbler use of land with- 
in the Range 30 tank range is discouraged,” 
said Ray Perez, DNR biologist who pre- 
pared the land use plan with Greg Hunting- 
ton, Dept. of Military Affairs Environmen- 
tal Coordinator. 


“This should be good for both sides,” said 
Perez. ‘Eventually the military will have 
unrestricted use of their tank range and the 
birds will have good habitat on military land 
outside of the tank range.”’ 

There are two long-term objectives of the 
plan: 

1) The military will discourage growth of 
new jack pine stands inside the tank range 
west of Bald Hill Road. 

2) On some military lands east of Bald Hill 
Road, Kirtland’s warbler management 
areas will be established. 

Existing warbler nesting areas in the tank 
range will continue to be protected until 
they grow out of prime warbler habitat. 
Warblers prefer young jack pine stands. 

An area of jack pines just growing into 


prime warbler habitat will be allowed to 
develop near Kyle Lake. If warblers begin 
to use the area, the military will be advised, 
but the area will not be posted and closed un- 
less the total warbler population is below 
200. 

An area of the 1975 Bald Hill burn will 
have a strip surrounding it cleared to pro- 
vide a highly visible boundary for tanks and 
other military vehicles. 

The plan also allows for cowbird trapping 
in active nesting areas on military land. 

Since the early 1970's, the DNR has had to 
close some military lands to protect the 
warblers. Since warbler nesting occurs 
during the peak season for military exer- 
cises, the restrictions on the tank ranges 
and other lands have hampered military 
operations. 

The birds have continued to nest in the 
tank ranges because fires caused from mili- 
tary shooting keep producing young jack 
pine stands. 

Military maneuvers and nesting areas 
have not been compatible. Tanks and other 
military vehicles have destroyed nesting 
habitat or disturbed birds during the nesting 
season. Low-level flights by jets and heli- 
copters landing in the nesting areas have 
also disturbed birds. A few times fires have 
destroyed habitat during nesting season. 

The new land management plan is design- 
ed to prevent future conflicts between the 
military and birds.

Legislature OKs 
New *785,000 DNR 
Field Office Here 


The Michigan legislature has approved 
$785,006 to build a new DNR field office 
complex in the Grayling area. 

John MacGregor, DNR regional director 
at Roscommon, said two sites for the new 
complex are being considered. One site is on 
state land across from the Grayling High 
School and between Old 27 and M-93. The 
other site being considered is at a corner of 
the intersection on M-93 and I-75. 


MacGregor said construction on the new 
field office Cummpiex propably will not start 
until late fall or next spring. The complex 
will probably take one year to build. 


MacGregor said a new complex is needed 
because the current field office located at 
the corner of Michigan Avenue and North 
Down River Road is old and more space is 
needed. He said some of the buildings used 
at the current DNR field office were built in 
the 1880's. 

“Tt was built originally as a fish hatchery 
and now it’s used as an entire field office,” 
MacGregor said. 

MacGregor said the DNR would like to 
move the field office to a new site out of town 


to get away from the residential area the 
current field office is located near. 

“Even though we do have a bit of a buffer. 
at the current site, I just don’t think our 
work with heavy machines, boats, fire 
trucks, and whatever is conducive to being a 
good neighbor in a residential area next toa 
hospital.” 

MacGregor credited Representative 
Ralph Ostling for his work in pushing the 
approval for the new complex through the 
legislature. MacGregor said the push for the 
new complex began a few years ago when 
Ostling, DNR officials, and local govern- 
ment officials met with hospital represen- 
tatives about further expansion onto the 
DNR site. MacGregor said many govern- 
ment units and community organizations 
such as the hospital have expressed interest 
in using parts of the current field office land. 


The new complex will have enough office. 
space for DNR field personnel plus be able 
to expand to accommodate any new DNR 
positions in the area. MacGregor said the 
new site will have an adequate buffer zone 
surrounding it, and the fence at the current 
site may be moved out there.

Harold Mertes, with the Crawford County 
Fair Board, said the Fair Board is planning 
on holding the 1986 Crawford County Fair at 
the new site. 

“We hope to have one exhibit building, one 
small animal building, and restrooms built 
by then,” said Mertes, 

The 1986 County Fair will be held August 
6th-9th. 

“We're going to be very busy the next two 
months,”’ said Mertes. . 

Mertes said the 59.38 acres will be plenty 
of land for county fairgrounds. 

Before the land can be used for a fair- 


ground, the county has to work out some 
sort of lease agreement with the Fair Board. 
Grayling Township also has to hold a public 
hearing because of the area zoning.

Sen. Jack Welborn (R-Kalamazoo), 
chairman of the Senate Corrections Com- 
mittee, has introduced legislation which 
will give local citizens the ultimate veto 
power over any proposed prisons in their 
community. 

Under the proposal, once citizens have 
filed a successful petition for a referen- 
dum, the Department of Corrections would 
be prohibited from establishing a correc- 
tional facility at a site unti] approved by a 
majority of the voters in a city, township 
or village. 

“Voters deserve the right to vote on 
what’s going to happen in their com- 
munity,” Weiborn said. 

“They already can on such issues as 
zoning and ordinances, but when it comes 
to a prison being located next door, voters 
have no say. It's unfair to communities 
who don’t want a prison, and it’s equally 
unfsir toa prison and prison officials to be 
in a community where they’re not wan- 
ted,’’ he said. 

The bill would not affect prison sites on 
which hearings have already been held 
and that are scheduled for construction by 
the Department of Corrections. 

Welborn denied his bill would make it 
impossible to construct new prisons and in- 
sisted that under the measure, the depart- 
ment will be forced to become more ac- 
countable to the public. 

“There are already a number of com- 
munities that want prisons and the em- 
ployment they bring with them, * Welborn 
said. 

“My bill won’t mean an end to new 
prison construction, but it does mean the 
department will be accountable for

KHiot Weather Can Be 
A Problem For The Elderly 


Gall Edwards 
Extension Home Economist 


Warm, sunny days are fast 
approaching. That means 
you may be spending more 
time under the sun — gar- 
dening, sightseeing, working 
and playing. But be careful! 
If you over exert yourself or 
stay out in the sun too long, 
You could become i)l. High 
temperatures and high 
humidity can cause body 
temperature to rise inter- 
fering with the body’s proper 
functioning. 

Heat stroke, ~ heat 
exhaustion and heat cramps 
are all serious heat-related 
illnesses. Elderly people 
may be especially prone to 
heat-related illnesses 
because the body’s mecha- 
nisms for coping with heat 
function less effectively as 
we age. 

Heat stroke, the most dan- 
gerous heat-induced illness, 
requires emergency medical 
attention. The victim often 
cannot sweat because the 
sweat glands fail to function. 
Symptoms include: body 


temperatures of 104 degrees . 


F or higher; dizziness, faint- 
ness or loss of consctous- 
ness; hot, dry, red skin; 
Staggering; possible 
diarrhea; rapid pulse; con- 
fusion and headache. For 
first aid: call for emergency 
medical help, cool the body 
by removing as many 
clothes as possible and 
sponge the body with cool 
water. Give liquids only if 
the victim is conscious. 

Heat exhaustion is the 
most common form of heat- 
related illness. Symptoms 
include: clammy or sweaty 
skin, slightly elevated body 
temperature, dizziness, pro- 
fuse perspiration, rapid 
pulse, nausea and thirst. For 
relief, have the victim rest in 
a cool place and drink cool 
fluids to restore lost body 
water. Then cover the victim 
with wet towels to lower the 
body temperature. 

Heat cramps are the least 
serious of the heat-related 
illnesses, but if they go un- 
treated, they can become 
serious. Heat cramps 
generally occur after much 


-exercise or physical labor in 


the heat. Symptoms include: 
sweaty skin, possible weak- 
ness and nausea, occasional 
tingling in the arms or legs, 
and muscle cramps that of- 
ten begin in the abdomen 
and legs. For first aid treat- 
ment, have the victim sit or 


lie in a cool, shady place and” 


drink cool fluids. Check with 
a physician to see if the vic- 
tim should take salt to 
replace salt lost through 
perspiration. 

You can prevent heat ill- 
nesses with some simple pre- 
cautions. When tempera- 
tures reach the 90s, limit 
your physical activities dur- 
ing the hottest part of the 
day. If you must be out in the 
sun, wear a hat or use an 
umbrella to protect your 
head; wear lightweight, 
light-colored, loose-fitting 
clothes to keep you cool and 
comfortable. Take frequent 
cool showers or baths or turn 
on the air conditioner or the 
electric fan to combat the 
heat. During the day, open 
windows on shaded sides of 
your home and close win- 
dows and drapes on the sun- 
nier sides. Or close windows 
and drapes during the day 
and open them at night after 
the air has cooled. 

Remember to drink plenty 
of liquids, such as water or 
fruit or vegetable juices, 


when it’s hot. Stay away 
from alcoholic drinks, cof- 
fee, tea and other caffeine 
drinks because they can 
cause fluid loss. Also avoid 
fluids with a lot of salt — 
they can complicate existing 
medical problems such as 
high blood pressure. Unless 
yowre on a fluid or salt- 
restricted diet, you should 
drink at least a gallon of 
liquid a day when the tem- 
perature is above 95 degrees 
F and you’re not in air- 
conditioned surroundings. If 
yowre large or overweight

or exercise a lot, you may 
need to drink even more. Eat 
a well-balanced diet but 
avoid eating hot, heavy 
meals. Eat more fruits, 
vegetables and cool salads. 
If you don’t have an air cun- 
ditioner, fan or other cooling 
device, when it’s really hot 
you may be in danger of 
developing a heat-related ill- 
ness. If finances are a prob- 
lem, contact your local city 
hall, city or state Depart- 
ment of Public Health or the 
American Red Cross for 
assistance.

Herbal 
Corner 


Whenever I give a work- 
shop in Design and Main- 
tenance of an Herb Garden I 
always try to include the 
planting of an herb. Simple 
as it may sound I find it sur- 
prising how many people do 
not understand the 
philosophy of digging a $25 
hole for a $5 dollar plant. 

Do I have you mystified, 
darlin’? To explain: when 


-you buy a plant — be it ina 


small four-cell pack or a 
large fruit tree — it always 
seems easy to just dig a hole 
the size of the pot and put in 
the plant. Dearheart, don’t 
you know that a plant is a 
person? Whenever you move 
you move into something 
larger; so it is with a plant. 
The roots are wound around 
the pot for lack of room. In 
digging a hole larger than 
the pot you allow room for 
the roots to spread their feet. 

Virgin soil is usually pack- 
ed so when digging you 
loosen the soil. However, 
when you put the plant in the 
ground, pack the soil loosely 
around the roots, fill to the 
top then firmly push the soil 
down around the plant -- not 
too hard, just enough to 
leave an impression. You do 
this because loose soil allows 
air and water to enter. But in 
a freshly planted material, 
combined with air and 
water, you have the environ- 
ment for composting. 
Remember? Air, water, 
green material, all together 
will decompose at a high 
temperature. By firmly 
pressing the soil around the 
newly planted herb, air can- 
not get at the roots. Nature 
will loosen the soil as it sees 
fit. 

So remember, darlin’. 
your plant needs spreading 
room for its feet, firmed soil 
to nestle its toes in a per- 
manent position, a little 
drink to help it settle, and a 
little pat on the head would 
not hurt.

The Tall Timber 


by Wendell L. Hoover, 
Park Interpreter 


Familiar flowers are once 
again appearing on the 
summer stage as if by call 
from the Director. The 
yellow Violets are in full 
bloom, and have been for 
some few days. The Star 
Flower came into bloom 
over the last weekend, and 
by the time this reaches you 
the False-Lily-of-the-Valley 
will be appearing. Early as it 
may be, the wild straw- 
berries have been in bloom, 
as have the huckleberries. If 
we don’t have a late frost, 
there may be some wild 
fruits to tease the taste buds 
a little later in the season. 
The Hawkweed stems are 
showing light colored buds 
which will soon burst open 
into the most vivid orange 
blossoms imaginable. 

The little oak across the 
road from the office looks 
fuzzy now with new, but very 
small leaves. The leafing out 
of the oaks means the end of 
the available sunlight reach- 
ing the forest floor, and as I 
have mentioned before, this 
reduction of the sunlight 
limits the number and 
species of plants growing in 
such forested areas. The oak 
is fairly shade tolerant, so it 
can grow in the shade of its 
taller relatives thus per- 
petuating itself. This ability 
to grow in the shade leads to 
what is known as the Climax 
Forest, which in this area is 
an Oak or Beech- Maple 
Forest.

The combination of house- 
hold bleach with ammonia, 
two relatively safe cleaning 
agents when used separately, 
can cause toxic pneumonitis 
—severe airways irritation 
and inflammation. Accord- 
ing to Medical Times, two 
University of Missouri, Kan- 
sas City, School of Medicine 
doctors treated patients who 
had combined these house- 
hold chemicals. The patients
